Malaria Handicaps 
Many Servicemen 
In Securing Jobs 
Munising—A survey conducted 
by the local office of the U. S. 
Employment Service reveals that 
about 35 percent of the servicemen 
discharged to date have some form 
of disability. 
“The number of physically han­ 
dicapped servicemen and women 
actively employed is 94 as against 
147 unemployed and seeking wont. 
Handicapped individuals included 
in this tabulation are those with 
mild to severe disabilities,” Walter 
C. Meyland, manager of the local 
USES said yesterday. 
“Placement service to the dis­ 
abled men and women of World 
War II is being stressed by the 
USES,” Meyland stated, “and the 
need for fitting the handicapped to 
a partcular job receives priority 
over the non-disabled.” 
The most, prevalent type of dis­ 
ability recorded is recurrent jungle 
malaria. These cases require selec­ 
tive placement especially if the 
work involved is of a hazardous 
nature. 
Total 
registrations 
of GI’s in 
Alger county is 703 of which there 
are 467 unemployed and actively 
seeking w'ork.

W ashington—Atomic scientists pay

bute to the Navy as 
com pared

Arm y when it comes to atom ic-bom b 
co­ 
operation. They say Adm. William Blandv 
and his Naval officers are w orking out a 
fairly good test of the A-bom b. 
At first the. Navy had 
some

am ateurish 
ideas on how to test

scientists 
say that A dm iral

Atlantic City, N. J.— If the pilot 
of a fighter plane could sit in

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Telephone Of Future To 
Bring New Convenience

Washington, March S— 
—Be­ 
fore long you may be able to pick 
up a telephone in a private booth 
on a speeding train and talk to 
your \fcife or office 1,000 miles 
away. 
The same service may be avail­ 
able to passengers on luxury air­ 
liners. 
Dazzling? Sure. But there’s no 
doubt, says the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission (FCC), that 
new techniques developed in war 
research have unlocked vast new’ 
fields 
for 
the telephone, which 
first was used 70 years ago—on 
March IO. 1876. 
The FCC says that some time 
in 
the 
future a telephone sub­ 
scriber may be able to dial a toll 
call 
straight 
across the nation, 
just as he now dials from his of­ 
fice 
to 
his 
home. The charge 
would be automatically computed 
and recorded at the telephone ex­ 
change. 
Nationwide dialing by long dis- j 
lance operators already is on the 
way. 
The 
American 
Telephone' 
and Telegraph Co. (A. T. & T.) 
says 
that 
within 
a few years 
operators will be dialing straight 
across the continent. 
When this is adopted, A. T, & T. ; 
may divide the nation into 60 or j 
70 “numbering plan areas.’' each 
designated by a code. 
If a call were being made from J 
Chicago to Market 2-2100 at New- j 
ark, N. J . the Chicago operator 
would determine that New Jer- j 
sey’s area code w’as, sav, 312 and ! 
would dial 312 followed by the 
listed number MA 2-2100. 
Television Coming 
FCC says a device already has j 
been invented w’hich. if no one an- i 
swers, tells you: ‘ There is no one ! 
here, but if you want to leave a 
message it will be transcribed " 
Vice Chairman Paul A. Walker 
of the FCC predicts: “Sometime in 
the future, television as w’ell as 
facsimile may be combined with 
telephony. 
Two 
people 
talking 
long distance may be able to see 
as well as hear each other ” (Fac­ 
simile is a method of transmitting 
copies of pictures, letters etc. over 
a wire or by radio.) 
Two-way voice communication 


by radiotelephone between motor 
vehicles already is here. Business 
concerns are using it for delivery 
trucks, 
taxi 
fleets, 
repairmen, 
buses and harbor and river craft. 
The Bell system says telephones 
in cars, trucks and other mobile 
units will be connected with the 
general telephone system. 
If a man wants to talk from his 
desk to the occupant of an auto­ 
mobile, Bell explains, he will first 
dial or ask for the mobile service 
opeiator. 
To Rural Areas 
He will give her the call num ­ 
ber or designation of the vehicle. 
She will send out a signal by dial­ 
ing the call number. A tone or a 
light will Indicate to the car occu­ 
pant that he b wanted. 
He will pick up his dashboard 
telephone, and 
the conversation 
starts. 
The driver of a mobile unit can 
originate calls merely by pushing 
the “talk” button to signal the 
operator. 
Walker suggests that this serv­ 
ice “may be' extended to include 
inter-city trucks and buses as well 
as trains.” 
“It is not at all inconceivable 
that 
the 
-ame 
.service may be 
available 
to 
passengers on our 
large airliners in the not too dis­ 
tant future,” he adds. 
The Bell system and the rural
